Up to the hour of the late Rebellion at the
South, the Democratic party had, for half
a century, shown & readiness to comply
with every demand of the slave oligarchy
to augment and perpetuste their power,
indicativé of an utter recreancy to tha
canse of liberty and equal righta, A
eronohing vassal, it had only to hear the

Daring the Reballion, it
left pothing uuvsaid or undone to enconrage
the itebel forces, short of rising en masse and
jolning them om the battle-field. It bitterly

| With them the shedding of innooent blood is

suppreseing the Rebellion; it was for giviog |

carte blanche to the South to secade or stay in
the Union, as she pleased; it never ralsed a
cheer over loyal viotories, but grew hopafal
aud satigfled in proportion to successes; it had
no tears to shed over the parpetration of that
awilal deed which shocked the civilized world,
the assassination of President Linvoln—for the
aseassin gtood insympathy with its polioy, and
removed a hated object ont of the way.
Neither the horrid masgacre at Port
Tillow, mnor the findish treatment of
Northern prisoners at Aundersonville and
in other Southern prison-hells, could extort
from it a word of eympathy for the victims, or
a single indignaut protest againat such un-
paralleled atrocities, Its heart was as hard as
adamant. By its factious courss il greatly pro-
longed the bloody struggle, at the cost of tens
of thonsands of lives and hundreds of mil-
lions of dollars. Since the Rebellion was sup-
pressed, the Democratic party has denonnced
and resisted every act of Congress impsra-
tively called for to give unity to the Repub-
lic, stability to free institutions, protection to
Southern loyalty, inspiration to all industrial
interests, repose and =eonrity to the GGovern-
ment. Itg representatives in the national
Legislature have, on all matlers relating to
Southern reconstroction, voted exactly in
accordance with the wisles of the BSounthern
Rebels, audacionzly pretending all the while
to be actuated by the higbest patriotic consi-
derations and the most saored regard for the
integrity of the Constitution. It has had
nothing but unmeasured obloquy to bestow
upon the Republican party, because of the
embodiment in that party of the loyal feslings
and purposes of the conutry; while its treat-
ment of those who treacherously rose up in
arms against the Government has been charac-
terized Ly an ardent fraternity. It iz as lack-
ing in vision a3 it is in wuderstanding; it is
wise to do evil, but to do good it has no
knowledge. Its tongue i3 as an arrow shot
out; it gpeaketh deceit. Thers is no end to its
falsifications concerning the party it is endea-
voring to supplant, and the expensss una-
voidably incurred to preserve the Union on
the basis of universal freedom. It recent
national convention at New York constitutes
its crowning infamy. There and then every
mask was laid aside. Treason was hailed as
loyalty, and loyalty branded as treason; trea-
gon shaped the platformn; treason nominated
the candidates; treason boldly saunounced
the determination of the party, if suocess-
ful at the coming struggle, to wmullify all
that has been done by Congress in regard
to the Sounth, to disfranchise the entire
colored population and give thewm over to
the tender mercies of their lormer owners, to
inaugurate a reign of terror in that section as
againgt all who maintain a loyal front, espe-
cially the so-called “‘carpet-baggers' from the
North, who may hope for no mercy at the
hands of the victorious Rebels, who are never
g0 jubilant as when barning negroes alive by
a slow fire, or barbarously lynching Northern
advocates of equal rights, Even now, stimu-
lated beyond control by what they achisved
in Convention at New York, and Dbefore
their trivmph i3 assured in the suocess of
the Democratic ticket, those red-handed
BRebels are busy in shooling down the

Lvery mail
from the South extends the catalogue of bloody
deeds of this natare, and the murderers walk
abroad not only with fmpunity, bat with
pride and exultation! All other parls of the
world are open to Northero men to visit, and
reside therein, without personal opprobrinm
or peril, excepting the South. lu that see-
tion they are mot to be tolerated if they are
sesn Lo possass any manhoeod, or avow any faith
in the world-reconciling dootrine of “liberty,
equality, fraternity."”” They may remain, how-
ever, on oue condition—that they will curis
the Republican party, vote for the Demooratic
nominees, and be in all things as servile to
rebel domination as the plantation slaves weare
to their overseers and drivers. And this is
American citizenship, forsooth ! Ountlawry in
ope-half of the conutry; or a padlook upon the
lipa!

THYE WHITE MOUNTAINS.

A Trip UOver the Meunt Washington
Railrond,

A correspoudent ol the Boston Zranserip!,
writing from the White Mountuing, de-cribes a
irip over the Mouut Washington Railway :—

*This road is bullt under o charter grunted ia
1858 10 the ‘Mount Wi hington sSteamt Ratiway
Company,’ giviog them the exclusive right for
twenty years to rup n steam raflway to the
summits of Mounts Washington and Lafuvette,
withi the privilege of locating suywhere except
upon 1he casteru or northenstern side. A rowd
lending 1o e base of the mountain was com-
menced in Apral, 1808, aod in Elay of the
same yeur work upon the rrilway beean,
The rond starts at a point seven miles (rom
Brabrook’s—the depot baang 2700 feist wboyve the
level of thie sea—and 18 to be, when cowmplete,
2 14916 miles in leowth, risiue tu that distance
4600 feet 1o the Tip-Top House, whlcl 1s 6308
feet nbove the sea level,  The average grile of
the trick is 1300 feet 1o the mile, bat wn plac
this grade i= luerensed to 1700 foet, or oue fool
in three. I you want to know how stecp that
ig, put a pile ol book: one foor high upon the
table: then take s yardstiok aud put oue end
upon the table aud nllow the other end to rest
on theedge of your pile, und youa hiave the grade
of the ralroad iotne ol the steepest paris,
Now pluce your rmnilway, o hmagine it placed,
upon & trestle-work tariy feet high, us at
Jucob’s Ladder, aud expect men to work about
upou il lting bheavy ralls and timber, e e, and
you ¢iu see wint the progress mades must be ia
such parts very =loy—und g0 indeed it was; the
men, feariul of #liding back in splte ol tharp

“Pne ridls wr ' jn sumber—the two
outer ores being mere et steips lald upon lon-
gitudimal #1108, which rest upon cross-tics —the
central aud Importunt oue belug a coge-rail or
ratchet, made of wrought iron, with very
strong cuogs or pins, ngmnst which the teeth of
the diiving wheel ol tor engine work in ascend.

the company three dollirs per foot in Boston,
and Jour dollsrs delivered ot the depot at Lhe

“The locomotive i very peculiar In its gon-
struction; und it would be very ditlicult, withouy
pies of its shupe.  Photo-
graphs heye, however, besn tukeu of the engine
gpg car, aud cau undoublealy be bought in
Boston. 1 enn only telt you that it welghs four
tons, und ig of atout thirty-tive Lorse power.

THE HISTORY OF PLOMBIERES.

———
A Renorr of Iliustrious Visiters,

“Eehovs irom the Contivent,” m the London
Hera'd, contuing the following sketeby account
0! Flomtieres :—

“Purallel to the Schwarz.-Wald, on the oppo-
site side of the Rhbine, 1s the chaln ot the Vosooes,
the French Alﬂ-. It thoze mountinins are less

rand snd terrible then the icebergs ol Switzer-
and and Savoy, they are muclh more sympathetic
o man, The Vosges abound in rural beauties,
while the nir I8 wonderiully bracing. Here are
detiles lmpenetrable 1o the sun, there geatle
declivities as verdant and soft to the feet as the
beet of our English lawns; here fresh valloys,
there bigh peaks crowned with laxuriant trees
und doued with towers and other feadal ruins,
Nothing 1s more pleasivg thau to wander through
those mossy pathe, upder those nrehes of verdure,
glong those limpid rivolets stronming on the
rocks, some ol them bributaries ot the Mediter-
remean through the Baope and the Rhone, and
others mixiog tbeir waters with tue Ithine sud
the North SBea through the Mourthe sod the
Moselle,

“Well, in a nook of those cvnchanted reglons
Hes Plombieres with s sixteen hupdred inhabi-
tants, There 13 vo village that has recelved so
rogny royul and lastrious yisitors. Tu the six.
teenth century Montaigne wrote, ‘The people of
Plombleres are a brave nailon, free asul
oflicious.! Later, Mar-hal Richelien gave o ye-
gpite 10 the town of Nancy, which he was
besteging, to go and spend a few days In that
watering-place. Some chroniclers will have it
that the Duke came rxpn.uﬂgl,' to Plombieres to
wash there ia the Orocitix well his hand stained
with Chaigis' blood.

“The King ot the Seceptics, Volinire, pro-
ceeded ulso to the Vosges: he wrote: —1 will
bathe in the Plombierss waters, thoueh 1 don't
believe in their properties; I will tuke them in
the sime way that [ repd the falhers of the
Chureb.! He bas left ot the place & rhiymed
deseription, of which this is the gisti—'From
the depth of this stony den, betweon two horned
moupinine; under a black and rainy sky, where
the stormy thunders ate curried on thick
cloudss clo e to a hot bath always divty, (1ed
up with fumivg aud botllue water; patients in
flanvel, wraptup or block-headed bypuchon-
driaes, bathe and smoke themselves 1o toriars
for the sike of Lealth—all the while disputing
and argning on thelr disorders,' ele,

“In 1770 the despoiled soyercign of Poland,
reduced to the simple *Good Doke Stunislaus,!
took to Plombleres two of Ins grand-danghters,
Mesdumes Adeluaidle and Victoire of FPrance.
Uuder Louwis KV ndulation was as falsame as
ever. At Epinal, when the  Princesses crossed
the bridge spanuing the Moselle, they had &
fnuey for fishing for gulgeons. At once the
Kivgs earsingos were stopped, and his daug hters
aliehted, dressed in falbalas, yery dmple, and
with traipe prodigiously lone, while thewr
toitfure a ta Cathedraie—ihe mode has been re-
vived nowndays=—had thrown in smazcwent
gnd puzele the bystanders, A line was handed
to onch of thems they letit drop in the silvery
strenm, and in less than o minute they coughnt o
full ba-ket of pink trout and big pike,

*The Empress Josephiue visited Plombieres
in 1808, bat she lived there almost in seclosinn,
Perchanee ehe passed her time in dolefully
musing onu the repudiation o store for her,

“ En revanche, the Princess Panlina Boreheso,
who pussed there the season of 1811, lived with
ecfal, She eoptered the little town dressed a /i
Stae!, almost Luried in cushions, musling, and
cashmerce, snd en a palsonguin carrled by
twelve negroes, wearing the Enstern costume.
Belind her rode a legion of aides-de-camp snd
five othieers of the staf,

“Mudume Duchess of Apngouleme resided at
Plombieres iu 1820. Oue your inler she was at
Holyrood !

It was on the 34 of July, 1842; the little
town had put on its best alours; the houses
were decked with flags and flowers, and the
populstion llned the streete. Frantic
acciumanons snddenly rent the nir, The Duake
and Dochess of Orleans were in sight, Three
dass ufter, the Pruce, who was the hopa of
Fravee, lett the Duchesd ot Plombieres to returo
to Paris on public duty, saying to the people
who saluted bim ou his departure, ‘T ghall soou
come back, 1 condde to you those who gro
deurest to me. Al six o'clock on the evening
of the 14th the Dochess returned to town irom
her usual drive. Her solt physiognomy, her
kind regard seemed to tell the people crowded
ou her way, ‘l am hppoay amongst you,! Alus,
during that drive n coorier bhad arrived from
Napcy, The firsl lwpression was that he was
but prececting the Duke ol Opleaus; bul soou
nfter the consternition of the household ol the
Frineess led 1o the ides that a grest misforiang
had hnppened, Was it the King? Wus it the
Prince Boyul? You chn eoujeciare how piin.
ful il wue 10 see the Friocess returmug bome
culim and happy, 48 when she went oub thiree
hours nee,

Phe Privcess hod & few euests to dinper, and
slice was on the point of entoring the dr cwing-

The muvicipulity
and the directors of the Thermal Company

“Epeculative politicluns prodict that the pro-

The Jews of Pragnes
As long ngo we the days when Jerosalem was
In e power and might, i we are 10 belieye

i tradition, there came n number of Jewish mer-

chapts from the Enel, and founded u colony in
Prague., They did not deal fo eloths or clothes
theu, but trafficked exlensively in slaves, the
caplives taken in the Jewish wars, So history
calls this the oldest Hebrew settlement in Eu-
rope. Go with us down to the River Moldau,
wlhich divides the city into two sections—a dark,
elaggish stream, of Iitle pole in history. This
ig the *“Judeustadt,” or Jews' town. The streets
are parrow, dirty, and extromely uppleasant,
Tre bulldings are smull, uingy, and Glthy, The
whole section bas 8 laxge wall around it, and
hr:wy gites, Withwu these narrow boundsries
exist ten thousand people—the 'clhiosen people,”
it we may call them as they call themselves,
Catholic intolerance has walled them in, and

formerly locked the gates upon them at sunset,:

They have been persecuted for centuries—ottan
been the victims of mansacre here in thewr poor
hovele, Within the smul! enclosure they have
ten synagogues. Sigular peoplu ] They are
the sume here today as they were two thou-
sand years ago; living in the same Inith, wor-
shipping In the same manner, eating the same
feod, cobeerving the samwe customs. Tume
chiavges everything bat & Jew—hiw, never, Of
all the peoples of the earth they slone main-
tnin their nationality,

Fortunately, it is Suturday, the Hebrew Bab-
bath. 1In oune corner of the “quarter” stands a
dilapidated-looking stracture, sonk into the
ground, tor it is s0 old that the streets have
filed up nimost o i13 windows, It is a remark-
able pile, The dustof elght centuries 18 upon
its windows, aud the mold of years covers it.
We enter. The dingy Interior, it by swinging
lampe, s crowded to suffocation. It is the old
Byuusgozue, the revered spot of Jewish warshap.
There are a thousund volges mumbling prayers
and hymus In unison, each person with o white
mantle around bis neck, and head covered,
The features aro the same that you have seen ia
Chathinm street, in the rag murket, and at the
money changers, They have no more changed
than have the customs of this pecualinr peopie,
Around the room are Hebrew luseriptions, and
the books of the law ure in the centre, It
would be saerilege to sweep the floor or to brush
down 1he cobwebs that have grown black and
solemp through the centuries,

This is perhiaps the oldest Jewish temple now
used nt the preseat day., It is sorrownded by a
#mull burylpggronnd, where the stones wre
piled oue ihove the other, In this little square,
gesrce larger than the floor of a small housg, ten
thousand people have boried their dead for
elght hundred years! Itis cousidered a sacred
spot, and hither come thousands of Jewish pil-
grims every year. Each stone bears the mark of
the tribe to which the deeceased belonged, and
you can easily pick out the descendants of Levl
and Aarou, In the centre of the ground is o
structure where the common grave clothes are
kept. When a body is brought iu, be it that of
o Rubbin or of u lower eluss, it is Inid out in the
game cerements, and buricd in the same com-
mon tield, Buat do not belleve that the Jews of
Prague ure joor, hecause thoy huddls together
hke apts and lve in fith and rags. It were a
snd impeachment upon tbelr race. It ls our-
rent in Prague that fu many a strong box in the
“Judenstadt” are hoarded millions of Austrian
Yguilders” sud precious stounes of rare value.
But like “Shylock,” they never leave their hoase
unguurded, nnd no “Louncelot” remunins long
their service.— Lelter 1o Boston Journal,
